coming a real menace, according to u

William F. Greenawalt. And this iH so 
in spite of 
tile 
week-end 
showers 
which gave temporary relief to some 
sections of the county. 
According to the County Agent, all 
crops are indicating signs of becoming 
short. Although this is 
the 
normal 
time for Un* Fall seeding of alfalfa 
many of the farmers do 
not 
know 
whether t h e y shall proceed with the 
sowing now or wait until there lias 
been sufficient rainfall. 
Mr. Greena­ 
walt has been advising the farmers, 
however, to continue the sowing now’ 
and ta ke a chance on a good rain later 
oil. 
Because soy beans are beginning to 
go backwards farmers are planning to 
harvest the crop now and get what 
t Hey can before tile beans are destroy­ 
ed by the drought. 
Fruit has also felt tin* effects of the 
dry season. This is particularly true 
of peaches, apples, aud 
pears 
aud 
grapes are also beginning to suffer. 
The shortage in celery plants has 
also lieen attributed to the dry weather 
and many planters have had trouble 
in getting enough plants to set out. 
A sudden wet spell, according to 
Mr. Greenawalt, will cause the Hkins 
of some varieties of apples and to­ 
matoes to split. This is trite localise 
the dry weather has hardened and 
dried the skins and a rain would have 
a tendency to increase the size of 
tin- fruit more rapidly than the growth 
of the skins.
